Nov. 22.—'The Identity of 
Senator Dep ew’s ‘‘rambunctious friend 
from up the river” was disclosed in 
the session of the state legislative In­ 
surance investigating committee by the 
testimony of John A. Nichols, a lawyer 
under retainer by the Equitable Life 
Assurance society. Nichols had written 
Senator Dep ew a letter referring to an 
individual in the above terms, and this 
letter was read at the session of the 
committee Friday, when Senator De­ 
p ew was on the stand. 
D ep ew 's “ R a m b u n ctiou s” F riend. 
The senator was unable to recall who 
was 
meant by the ‘‘rambunctious 
friend,” but Nichols disclosed a series 
of p ayments to W. S. Manning, of Al­ 
bany, a former actuary wlio had been 
connected with the investigation of in­ 
surance comp anies in 1877. 
Hughes 
inquired as to a rep ort that Manning 
had been in p ossession of the informa­ 
tion that was sup p ressed during this 
investigation, and that 
would have 
been detrimental 
to 
the Equitable. 
Nichols could not recall the sup p res­ 
sion of information, but he detailed the 
p ayment of sums of money over a con­ 
siderable p eriod to Manning as an in­ 
ducement to give up his business as 
actuary, in which cap acity he believed 
Manning was a menace to the Equit­ 
able Life. 
lie Took Ca re of M a nning. 
Nichols said he was p aid a retainer 
from the Mutual and the New York 
Life for the same duties, that of "tak­ 
ing care of Manning,” as Hughes char­ 
acterized it. 
IF-added that the p ay­ 
ments by the Equitable for Manning 
were made to Nichols 
on vouchers 
bearing false names which 
Nichols 
said Avas done to p rotect Manning.

a year it was my custom to ask Mr. 
Nichols if he wished to continue the ar­ 
rangement by which I was retained for 
the insurance comp anies.”
